WHEREAS, The Liquor Control Board was established in 1933 to
oversee the sale, manufacture, and distribution of liquor in this

WHEREAS, Many of the laws relating to liquor licensing and tied
house have either not been substantially anmended or been anended in a
di sjoi nted pi eceneal manner since 1933; and

WHEREAS, Since 1993 there have been 91 bills introduced in the
| egislature dealing with the sale, distribution, or manufacture of
al cohol in this state, 16 of those bills being introduced during the
2007 session; and

VWHEREAS, The legislature has spent countless hours dealing wth
bills that create many small exenptions from provisions governing
liquor |icensing and tied house;

NOW THEREFORE, BE |IT RESOLVED, By the Senate of the state of
Washi ngton, the House of Representatives concurring, That the |aws
dealing with the sale and manufacture of |iquor as well as the |iquor
licensing in general be thoroughly reviewed; and

BE | T FURTHER RESOLVED, That a joint select conmttee on the state
liquor laws be established to review the liquor licensing and tied
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house laws to determ ne whether they should be continued in their
present formor refornulated to decrease the nunber of bills introduced
in the | egislature each year; and

BE | T FURTHER RESOLVED, That the conmttee shall consist of eight
menbers; and

BE |IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the |eaders of the two |[|argest
caucuses in the Senate shall each appoint two nmenbers of their
respective caucuses to the conmttee; and

BE |IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the |eaders of the two |[|argest
caucuses in the House of Representatives shall each appoint two nenbers
of their respective caucuses to the conmttee; and

BE | T FURTHER RESOLVED, That the conmttee report its findings and
recommendations to the legislature at the regular session held in 2008.
